Washington, November 28.—Walter 
Wellman, whose preparations for a 
conquest of the North Pole in an air- 
ship were abandoned upon the an- 
nouncement of the claims of Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook and Commander Robert 
EK. Peary, issued here tonight a long 
statement, in which he analyzes” the 
narratives of the two explorers, de- 
claring that of Peary, ‘precise, 
workmanlike, consistent, credible in 
every particular.” and. denouncing 
that of Dr. Cook as a  =se)lf-evident 
and even deliberate imposture. 

Cook’s Story Suspicious. 

“Cook's story is suspicious, both in 
what it does tel! and in what It does 
not tell,” Mr. Wellman declares. 

“His story 18 vague, but, like most 
of his claims, entirely too precise at 
the wrong place. Nowhere does his 
story ring true. It is always an ap- 
proximation of reality itself. This is 
true of his figures, his descriptions, 
everything. 

“Those of us who 
in Arctic work,’ says 
concluding his analysis, “and who have 
felt anxiety that no blot of fraud 
should stain the proud record of ef- 
fort and sacrifice, had a first hope— 
that Dr. Cook would be able to demon- 
strate his good faith. This has dis- 
solved in analysis of his own story. A 
second hope—that he was the victim of 
some hallucination or mental iliness, 
and believed himself he ha@ been at 
the Pole, though, of course, he has not, 
vanishes in the light of earlier and 
subsequent events.

Effect of Decision Great on Ac- 
count of Speculation Induced 
by Reports of Plans for Com- 
bine of Copper Producers. 
Money Market Easier. 


New York, November 28.—Nearly 
the whole thought of persons interest- 
ed in the stock market was given up 


last week to the court decision against. 


the legality of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The effect of this was great 
on account of active speculation that 
had been going on for some time be- 
cause of reported plans for the con- 
solidation of the principal copper pro- 
ducers and the passing of control of 
the Western Union. Telegraph Com- 
pany to the American Telegraph and 
Telephone Company. Fears arose that 
these transactions would be nullified 
by the new decision. 
Decision Unsettled Market. 

The passing of anxiety over the 
{mmediate money situation lacked the 
power to help the market in face of 
the unsettlement caused by the Stan- 
dard Oil decision. The liquidation 
forced on the market and coming on 
a speculative position over-extended in 
some directions made a weak market 
at times. Some recovery ensued as 
opinion on the new situation crystal- 
lized and apprehension of the conse- 
quences subsided. The returning con- 
fidence was based moatly on the prece- 
dents of other similar cases to which 
readjustments had been successfully 
made. 

There was also voiced some confi- 
dence that the bearings of the anti- 
trust law as interpreted on all forms 
of combinations and even, it was 
maintained, on partnerships, might 
prompt its modification or repeal. 

There remained an undercurrent of 
apprehension, as was shown by the 
weak ending of the stock market, over 
the prospect of the public agitation 
and opening up for discussion on the 
whole the subject of legislation of 
corporations’ affairs, which would ac- 
company a program of attempted mod- 
ification of the existing law. 

Relaxation of Money Market. 

The relaxation of the money market 
owed something to the stock market 
Hiquidation and the quieting down of 
speculation which followed the Stand- 
ard Oil decision. The intreasing 
atrength of the Bank of England con- 
dition and the easing of the London 
discount market were influences in 
this direction. Gold has continued to 
g0 out from the city, but the crop 
movement ih this country is waning, 
and a return flow of currency to New 
York is the consequence. 

Confidence was maintained that the 

efforts toward a combination of copper 
interests had not been abandoned. This 
and the persistent rumors of fayorable 
Gevelopments regarding Reading helped 
to some revival in the latter stock 
market. 
An impression was made by New 
York Central's weakness in the face 
of privileges to stockholders of sub- 
scription to new stock at par.

Mexico City, November 28.—King 
Victor Emmanuel IIL, of Italy, will act 
as arbitrator for France and Mexico 
in the dispute between those two coun- 
tries of the proprietorship of the Clip- 
perton' islands.

—-BALUNGER HITS 


Secretary of InteriorMakes 
Annual Report. . 


He Regrets That the Nation 
Has Been Negligent in _Con- 
serving Its Resources, and 
Suggests Legislation to Save 
What Is Left. 


Washington, November 28.—Im- 


portant recommendations urging rem- 
edial legislation by congress for se- 
curing the best use ef the remaining 
public lands are the principal fea- 
tures of the annual report of Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ballinger. 

These recommendations include spe- 
cific authority to classify and segre- 
gate the lands into well-defined di- 


visions according to their greatest 
apparent use, legislation designed to 
conserve the-coal deposits as a public 
utility and to prevent monopoly or 
extortion in their disposition, and au- 
thorizing the classification and dis- 
position of all lands capable of being 
used for water power development 
under the interior department. 

Coal Mining Explosives. 

Warm praise is given manufactur- 
ers of explosives used in coal mining, 
who, the report says, have made com- 
mendable efforts to increase the safety 
of their explosives even beyond the 
requirement of the geological survey 
tests. 

Secretary Ballinger favors tue issu- 
ance of certificates in indebtedness or 
of bonds, not exceeding $30,000,000, 
against the reclamation fund for cer- 
tain lines of irrigation work. The 
reclamation service, says the  secre- 
tary, has been subjected to much un- 
just and some just criticism. 

Since the foundation of the govern- 
ment, the report shows’ there has 
been disbursed for pensions $3,913,- 
082,513, of which $96,445,444 was dis- 
bursed prior to June 30, 1865. 

Blow at Land Pirates, 


Secretary Ballinger says in part: 

“It is to be regretted that we, as 
a nation, were so tardy to realize the 
importance of preventing so large a 
measure of our natural resources pass- 
ing into the hands of land pirates and 
speculators, with no view to develop- 
ment looking to the national welfare. 
It may be safely said that millions of 
acres of timber and other lands have 
been unlawfully obtained, and it is 
also true that actions to recover such 
lands have in most instances long 
since been barred by the statute of 
limitations. The principal awakening 
to our wasteful course came under 
your predecessor's administration. The 
bold and vigorous prosecutions of land 
frauds, through Secretaries Hitchcock 
and Garfield, have restored a salutary 
respect for the law, and the public 
mind has rapidly grasped the impor- 
tance of safeguarding the further dis- 
position of our natural resources in 
the public lands in the interest of the 
public good as against private greed. 
Notwithstanding this, it is necessary 
to continue with utmost vigor, through 
all available sources, the securing of 
information of violations of the public 
land laws and to follow such viola- 
tions with rigid prosecutions. 

“In this present policy of conserving 
the natural resources of the public do- 
main, while development fs the key- 
note, the best thought of the day is 
not that development shall be by na- 
tional agencies, but that wise utiliza- 
tion shall be secured through private 
enterprise under national supervision 
and control. Therefore, !f material 
progress is to be made in securing the 
best use of our remaining public 
lands, congress must be called upon to 
enact remedial legislation. 


New Coal Land Laws Wanted. 

“As regards new legislation. the 
present coal land laws respecting the 
states and territories, as well as 
Alaska, should be supplanted by an 
act fully meeting existing as well as 
future conditions. The inducements 
for much of the crime and fraud, both 
constructive and actual, committed 
under the present system can be pre- 
vented by separating the right to mine 
from the title to the soil. The surface 
would thereby be open to entry under 


other laws according to its character 
and subject to the right to extract 
the coal. The object to be attained 
in any such legislation is to conserve 
the coal deposits as a public utility 
and to prevent monopoly or extortion 
in their disposition. This may be ac- 
complished either through a “easing 
System, by which the title would re- 
main in the government, under proper 
regulation and supervision by the sec- 
retary of the interior, or through the 
sale of the deposits. and in either case 
with restrictions on their mining and 
use which would control the minimum 
Output and gonserve the dé@posits as a 
public utility. I believe the most ad- 
vantageous method will be found in a 
measure authorizing the lease or sale 
of the coal deposits in the lands sub- 
ject to forfeiture for failure to exer- 
cise the rights granted, under such 
reasonable regulations as may be im- 
posed. 

“The above suggestions with. refer- 
ence to the disposition of coal deposits 
are equally applicable to the oil and 
Bas filled in the public domain. and 
Similar legislation as to lands con- 
taining the same is hereby recom- 
mended. Indeed, the very nature of | 
these two important mineral resources 
requires that their risposition be in 
terms of quality of the product ex. 
tracted rather than of average. 

“Pending the enactment of new leg- 
islation as affecting coal lands, all 
known coal areas were withdrawn 
from entry for classification and ap- 
praisement through the gedlogical 
survey. 

Power Sites. 

“In anticipation of new legislation by 
congress to prevent the acquisition of 
power sites on the public domain by 
private persons or corporations with 
the view of monopolizing or adversely 
controlling them against the public in- 
terest. there have been temporarily 
withdrawn from all forms of entry 
approximately 603,255 acres, covering 
ail localities Known to posses power 
possibilities on unappropriated iands 
outside of national forests. Without 
such withdrawals these sites would be 
enterable under existing laws, and their 
patenting would leave the general gov- 
ernment powerless to impose any limi- 
tations as to their use. 

“If the federal government desires to 
exercise control or supervision over 
water power development on the public 
domain, it can only do so by limita- 
tions imposed upon the disposal of 
power and reservoir sites upon the pub- 
lic lands. the waters of the streams 
being subject to state jurisdiction in 
their appropriation and beneficial use. 
I would, therefore, advise that the 
congress be asked to enact a measure 
that will authorize the classification 
of all lands capable of being used for 
water power development, and to di- 
rect their disposal, throwgh this depart- 
ment. , 

“[L'nreasonable or narrow restrictions 
beyond the necessity of public protec- 
tion against monopoly. Or extortion in 
charges, will, “of course, defeat devel- 
opment and serve no useful purpose. 
The statute should. therefore, while 
giving full public protection against 
the abuses of the privileges extended, 
so far as consistent, encourage invest-

MOVEMENT ORGANIZED 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 


'Edinonide Urges All Interests in 


South to Combine to Frustrate 
Plot, as High Prices for Cot- 
ton Means Prosperity for This 
Entire Section --- South Has 
Monopoly and Is Entitled to 
Profit. 


Baltimore, November 28.—(Special.) 
Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the 
Manufacturers’ Record, in a special in- 
terview for The Constitution, in reply 
to statements just made public by Mr. 
Macara, chairman of the International 
Federation of Cotton Spinners, regard- 
ing prices of cotton, says: 

“Under the Jeadership of the cotton 
spinners of Europe, a combination is 
being organized throughout the world 
for the express purpose of depressing 
the price of cotton. Mr. C. W. Macara, 
chairman of the International Federa- 
tion of Cotton Spinners is quoted in the 
London Financial News of November 
20, in an Interview in favor of a 
continuation of short time running by 
cotton mills, as saying: 

“"We have ample cotton with the 
Carry-Over from last year, and by a 
continuance for a considerable period 
of the present short time running we 
shall obtain that contro] of the trade 
which will insure cheap cotton and a 
steady market, and that is what we 
desire.”’ 


Purpose of English Spinners. 

“It is well known that for more 
than three-quarters of a centuryy the 
English cotton spinners have sought 
to obtain the domination of the cotton 
trade by forcing prices to the lowest 
point possible, but it has remained for 
Mr. Macara as the head of the Inter- 
national Cotton Spinners to officially 
proclaim that the present Plan is for 
the purpose of enabling the cotton 
Spinners to obtain that control of the 
trade which will insure cheap cotton. 

“Nearly three-quarters of a century 
ago an official report made to the Eng- 
lish parllament in connection with the 
effort that was then being made ;o 
develop cotton growing elsewhere than 
in the southern states, in order to beat 
down the price of American cotton, 
Suggested that it should be the policy 
of English spinners to force the price 
of American cotton to the lowest point 
possible in order to compel American 
spinners to increase the number of 
bales raised in the hope that they 
might receive the same aggregate 
amount of money as they had former- 
ly received for a smaller number of 
baies at a higher price. This has been 
the game eéver since. But I cannot 
recollect finding any such frank ac- 
knowledgment of this in the proceed- 


port was made, until Mr. 
frankly admits this is the plan. 
What Macara Says. 

“In this interview Mr. Macara says: 

“ "We hawe got to bring about a rea- 
sonable price, and thus enable the 700.- 
000,000 people in India and China and 
the population in England and the 
continent who depend for their cloth- 
ing on cotton, to secure it at a price 
they can afford. A The short- 
time arrangements in Lancashire are 
precisely what they were when we 
fought and defeated the “Sully” corner: 
that is, the mills are running 40 hours 
instead of 55% hours each week. It 
will be necessary to continue much 
longer. Our short-time campaign to- 
day, on an international basis, is on a 
much bigger scale than when, with 
short time, we broke the 1904 corner, 
and a continuance of international re- 
petition of the disastrous trade of 
last year for spinners, manufacturefs 
and merchants. , In view of 
the enormous enhancement in the price

Should Sotidify the South. 

“This brutally frank statement put 
forth by Mr. Macara should solidjfy 
the entire business interests of the 
south, in order that the cotton farm- 
er of this section may get @ fair 
value for his crop. Because wheat and 
corn have of recent years almost 
doubled in price, no‘one has heard of 
any world-wide combination of mill- 
ers to beat down the price of grain. 
Here and there a few mill owners 
have at times criticised the advance 
in wheat as unfortunate, but the 
broader-minded flour millers have rec- 
ognized the inherent reasons for @ jus- 
tifiable increase in the price of grain, 
and have rightly met the situation to 
the vast benefit of wheat growers. 
Under the higher prices of grain, 
which have ruled of recent years, 
western farmers are enjoying greater 
prosperity than they ever knew, and 
from that prosperity has come the 
wonderful progress of the great 
west. It is due to the prosperity of 
the western farmers, based on higher 
prices of grain, that much of the quick 
revival in the industrial life of the 
whole country has come about. That 
is the way in which the flour millers 
of the west have met the Situation. 
But the cotton spinners, under the 
leadership of European spinners, and 
into which some southern spinners 
have permitted themselves to be drawn, 
have formed a gigantic combination, 
backed by all the vast wealth of the 
cotton manufacturing world, for the 
purpose of beating down the price of 
raw cotton to the point emphasized by 
Mr . Macara where the spinners ‘shall 
obtain the control of the trade which 
will insure cheap cotton.’ 

England Wants Cheap Cotton. 

“The London Financial News, in 
commenting on this interview with Mr. 
Macara, says that ‘this is a War cam- 
paign, and if the campaign be sucess- 
ful, it will break down the American 
corners which so frequently come inte 
aggressive being. and will tend large- 
ly to the end many in the cotton trade 
aim at, namely, a plentiful supply of 
cotton at a reasonable price.’ 

“Here is the old story, three-quar- 
ters of a century old—a plentiful sup- 
ply of cotton at a cheap price. 

“When the committee of English 
spinners came to this country a few 
years ago to study cotton growing 
conditions in the south, on their return 
from that trip I met them, and in dis- 
cussing the cotton price situation 
some of them were very bitter against 
the effort of the south to secure a bet- 
ter price for cotton. They said that 
the higher price then prevailing for 
cotton was practically taking the 
clothes off the backs of the poorer 
people in the Orient, who were un- 
able to buy cotton goods based On 
high-priced cotton. In reply, I said 
that for a good many years the cot- 
ton growers of the south had _ been 
almost: bereft of clothing by reason of 
the fact that they had been forced to 
sell cotton at much below its rea! 
value. and sometimes below its actual 
cost; and I added that the south had 
now come to a realizing appreciation 
of its own strategic situation in cot- 
ton production, and that if any more 
undressing had to be done it would 
not be by the cotton growers of the 
south, but would have to be done by 
the cotton manufacturers of Europe, 
who had been getting far too large a 
percentage of profit, as compared with 
what the cotton growers had earned, 
People of South Must Stand Together. 

“In further discussion with them, I 
said: 

“ ‘Suppose England owned practically 
all of the iron ore and coal supply of 
the world. Would it be the policy of 
the English people to sell its ore and 
coal at less than the cost of produc- 
tion, or at a bare living cost? Or 
would they not, on the other land, 
recognizing the strength of their po- 
sition and the value of their ore and 
coal to the world, get the highest 
possible price and secure their share

Paris, November 28.—An individual, 
believed to be insane and having an 
imaginary grievance against the war 
department, shot and seriously wound- 
ed General Verand today on the steps 
of the Hotel Continental.

such a monopoly of coal and ore would 
entitle them? Would England under 
such conditions remain in comparative 
poverty merely that the rest of the 
world might be enriched at its ex- 
pense?’ 

“To this they had no reply. The 
south holds a practical natural monop- 
oly of cotton production as great as 
if three-fourths of all the coal and 
iron ore in the world were found in 
England. Under these conditions it 
behooves the people of the south, not 
only as an asset .of the whole south, 
but as a national asset, to stand to- 
gether for not merely a living price, 
but for a profitable price for cotton. 
Fifteen cents a pound for cotton means 
great irrigation schemes when, as it 
the rapid growth of every town and 
city in the south. It means wealth 
with which to extend educational fa- 
cilities; wealth with which to build 
churches, to build roads, to improve 
every condition of life. The wealth 
that will come from cotton at 15 cents 
a pound will be like the water in the 
great irrigation schemes when, at is 
spreads over the land, it quickens with 
bloom and blossom the parched desert 
and makes a garden spot out of what 
had been a dreary waste. 

Billion Dollars for Present Crop. 

“This year’s cotton crop, with seed 
included, should bring into the south 
a billion dollars. Under such prices, 
it is true, that the English spinners, 
as Mr. Macara says, would be com- 
pelled to pay $150,000,000 more than 
they have heretofore paid, but the 
cotton growers of the south are more 
entitled to that $150,000,000 of added 
wealth than are the people of any 
other section of the world. They have 
rightly won it. It is theirs both by 
right, and will be theirs by power if 
they stand united for it, as against 
the power without right of the inter- 
national cotton spinners in their de- 
termination to bring all the manufac- 
turers of the world into a combination 
to break down the price of cotton in 
order that they may ‘obtain that con- 
trol of the trade which will insure 
cheap cotton.’ 

“The fight of the cotton grower for 
a good price for cotton is not his fight 
alone. It is a fight the winning of 
which will benefit every industry, and 
directly or indfrectly every man, wo- 
man and child in the south. Some of 
the southern cotton mill people are 
united with the international] cotton 
ecmenpe aye ~ this effort to break down 
prices, under the belief tha 
justified in this, and that blew oie 
for cotton will leave no margin for 
the manufacturer. If a mill is so sit- 
uated that by reason of adverse condi- 
tions of any kind it cannot manufac- 
ture cotton goods at the present price 
of cotton, and is not willing to take 
the business risk of continuing to run 
and store its goods unti] the market 
for cotton goods advances, then that 
individual mill is justified in shutting 
down, or running on short time. That 
is wholly an individual matter. But 
for the cotton spinners of this country 
who, broadly speaking, have reaped 
great profits in the past, the mills of 
New England and the mills of the south 
alike, to unite in the world-wide éom- 
bination for the avowed purpose, as 
Mr, Macara puts it, of breaking down 
‘the price of cotton, is an unjustifiable 
combination against the interests of the 
producer. 


Werld Cam Absorb Cotton Crop at 
Present Price. 

‘If the world could absorb the great 
crep of last year when throughout the 
world there was almost universal in- 
dustrial and general business depres- 
sion, it is absurd to say tht the world 
cannot absorb thé present crop at pres- 
ent prices, considering the wonderful 
revival in business activity and the 
thrill of new life which is seen in ev- 
ery part of America end to a very con- 
siderable extent throughout the world. 
Against depression in railroad and in- 
dustrial interests last year we now 
have abounding activity. Last year 
the United States produced about 15,- 
000,000 tons of pig iron, and !{t was 
difficult to sell it on a basis of, say, 
$11 to $12 a ton, Birmingham prices. 
At the present time the United States 
is producing at the rate of nearly 32,- 
000,000 tons of pig iron, and it is going 
into consumption about as rapidly as 
it is being produced and on the basis 
of $14 to $15 a ton, Birmingham price. 
Here is an advance of about $3 a ton, 
notwithstanding the fact that produc- 
tion is now running at twice the out- 
put of last year. If that condition can 
prevail in the iron trade, why is it not 
possible in the cotton trade? More- 
over, the better employment of people 
everywhere, the increased railroad ac- 
tivity, the great demand for labor in 
coal mines, and iron end steel inter- 
ests, is making it possible to greatly 
enlarge the consuming capacity of the 
country for cotton goods, Higher prices 
for wheat and corn are making i¢ pos- 
sible for the western farmer te buy 
more freely of cotton goods than ever 
before. In the face of these facts 
we have the world-wide combination 
sO openly avowed by Mr. McCara for

The justice spoke his belief at a time when the echoes of a furious 
metropolitan newspaper controversy over the ‘divorce in camera” of the 
Astors had not yet lulled. 

Hardly a journal in the greater city but declaimed vociferously and 
at length regarding the ability of wealth to buy secrecy in its matrimonial 
difficulties, arguing from this what a grave menace to the morals of the 
republic lay in concealment won by judicial connivance. 

And here is a justice of the highest tribunal in the land deprecating 
the very parading of those “family skeletons” so skilltully disguised in the 
recent Astor hearing. 

So, what are you going to do about it? 

It would, of course, be extreme to say that all divorces in wealthy 
circles are attended with salacious scandals with the details of which the 
public is better unacquainted. : 

But it may not be denied that in a large majority of such instances, in 
England as well as in this country, when couples of large means enter the 
divorce court there is generally something unlovely in the allegations either 
of the petitioner or the respondent. 

We agree with Justice Brewer that the exploiting of suggestive testi- 
mony, whether that from the troubles of the rich or the poor man, is sub- 
versive of public morals, especially in view of the widespread circulation 
of the modern newspaper. We do not agree with the theory that there 
should be anything resembling concealment of divorce itself. That way lies 
feeding the divorce evil, bad enough and confusing enough to morals and 
ethics at present. : 

The solution, which at its best can be only an expedient, is in a middle 
course. But the initiative must come from the courts, and not the news- 
papers, and the people can effect it by bringing pressure to bear on the 
law-making body. 

It is one thing to denounce newspapers for publishing morbid news. 
It is quite another to publish a self-sustaining newspaper omitting these. 
features, in competition with journals not so finically-minded. 


ANOTHER KIND OF RAILROAD SLUMBER. 


Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record, 
has unearthed another form of slumber to which the southern railroads, in 
addition to their snoring publicity policies, are addicted. 

He cites an official of a southern railroad who admitted that by spend- 
ing $10,000,000 in cutting down grades and eliminating curves he could 
double the train-load haul. 

And yet, this official “hesitates in undertaking so large an expenditure, 
even for such great results, because he was uncertain as to whether the 
business of his territory would develop rapidly enough to justify the out- 
lay.” 

Mr. Edmonds wisely remarks it is high time for this, and similarly 
afflicted southern railroads, to “wake up!” ‘ 

It is, indeed! 

When the recent financial] stringency broke over the south, the car- 
riers of this section, like those of every other portion of the country, found 
their facilities and equipment were woefully inadequate to the demands of 
the until-then prosperous carrying-trade. 

Now that prosperity is being renewed on a scale even more gigantic, 
the necessity for flexible and ample transportation facilities is emphasized. 
And this is not reckoning with, the probability that the industrial develop- 
ment of the south, and the demands upon the railroads, are both merely in 
their incipiency. 

Double-tracking would not only make immeasuratly for the advance- 
ment of the railroads, but as well give such an impetus to the growth of 
the state as it has not experienced in many years.

Malefactors of this nature are in no degree differentiated from malefac- 
tors unable to buy gifted legal counsel. 

The time has come when this principle should be enunciated in such 
unmistakable fashion as would retrieve the abuses of the past and for all 
time enunciate a standing precedent. 

If the small thief is to be broken on the wheel of justice, then the 
wealthy thief, the pilferer on a large scale, should also be broken on the 
wheel of justice. ' 

Any other procedure would be equivalent to confirming the too-prevalent 
impression that punishment and immunity in America are merely matters 
of price. 

The Post is accurate in stating that the current case specifically drama- 
tizes one of the greatest reproaches in our national life. If the president 
shall succeed in using it as an achieving illustration of the need of reform, 
he will; have discharged a splendidly patriotic duty.

“In sending his data to Copenhagen, 
Dr. Cook has fulfilled his obligations 
to the public.” 

The foregoing was issued by the ex- 
plorer’s brother, in view of the fact 
that the @octor’s apparent seclusion 
caused great anxiety among his 
b friends, leaving even John R. Bradley, 
his financial backer, puzzled and ex- 
asperated. Mrs. Cook is also in New 
York, but her exact whereabouts, as 
in her husband’s case, has not been 
announced. 

Friends of Cook Grieved. 

Friends of Dr, Cook, who are grieved 
over the turn his affairs have taken 
of late, undertook to explain the situa- 
tion today in this wise: 

“It ts true.’”’ they say, “that the doc- 
tor’s fears have been greatly worked 
on by the belief of some of those with 
whom he associated that there exists 
a plot to steal his records and even to 
spirit him away in person. He even 
engaged two private detectives to 
shadow his supposed shadowers. Mrs 
Cook and those in her confidence felt 
that this atmosphere was not good for 
the doctor and arranged to have him 


conveyed into seclusion. 
“The doctor intended no mystery. All 
that aspect of his affairs has resulted 


from the announcement made by Mr.

tific examination adds to his dis- 
credit. 

Mr. Wellman attacks first Cook's 
story of his journey. He points out 
‘that Arctic sledding is not a new ven- 
ture nor an experiment, but has been 
reduced almost to a science. He pro- 
ceeds to the proposition that the first 
thing to be done in advancing over 
the ice fields is the reduction to the 
minimum of the food and fuel to be 
carried, and, secondarily, the organ- 
ization of supporting parties that can 
be gent back from the dwindling 
main body until the few who are hard- 
lest enter on the final struggle to the 
goal. The longer the route, Mr. Well- 
man sets forth, necéssarily the greater 
the weight of food and fuel, and, in 
consequence, a much slower pace. 

Peary and Cook Compared. 

Basing his argument mainly on these 
points, Mr. Wellman takes up a com- 
parison of the supposed achievements 
of Peary and Cook. He quoteg from 
the records to show that the former 
took his ship to within 460 miles of 
the Pole, advancing supplies and his 
party 47 miles c.oser during the @u- 
tamn and spring. Cook, he points out, 
started from Annotook, 700 geographi- 
cal miles from the Pole, and went 170 
geographical miles westward before 
turning northward, according to his 
own story. 

Péary, Wellman continues, mapped 
out his plans carefully for the g4d- 
vance, and started with <ifty or sixty 
men, 186 dogs and twenty-one sleds. 
He divided his party, so that he had 
four supporting parties, who kept 
open thé back trail, and in leaving the 
main body lightened the loads thet 
men and dogs wére compelled to 
draw. 

Dr. Cook had no supporting party, 
says Wellman, except for the first 
three days. His party consisted 
three men, twenty-six dogs and two 
sledges for the iong dash he made. 

“That which he claims to have done,” 
declarés Mr. Wellman, reférring to 
Cook, “with his equipment and organ)- 
zation, was practically impossible, It 
is beyond human power.” 

Welimas on Cook’s Record. 

Taking up in order Dr. Cook's reo- 
ords of his trip northward, Mr. Well- 
man points to the statement that the 
Cook party made sixty-eight miles in 
three days, despite bad weather, rough 
ice and the necessity of going twice 
over a big lead two miles wide, and 
this, he adds; at a time when the

Records are Always Ready. 

“Let it be understood,” said Mr. 
Wellman, “that stich records are a!- 
ways ready. They are complete and 
perfect thé moment they are written. 
They can bé turned over to a scien- 
tie committee in two minutes as well 
as in two months—and much better. 

“The man who has done an honest 
piece of work and recorded it faithfully 
hour by hour needs not to reconstruct 
that record,” Mr. Wellman argues. 
“The bank cashier who took his daily 
ledgers covering a quarter year home 
with him, under the pretext that th¢y 
needed revision and preparation be- 
fore being submitted and insisted on 
retaining them for some months with 
no other eye than his to see them, 
would probably find himself in trouble 
with his directors and the officers of 
the law.” 

Scoffs at Cook’s Data. 

Mr. Wellman scoffs at Cook's astro- 
nomical data, especially the observa- 
tion which he claims to have taken 
within 1,148 feet of the Pole. 

‘He is indeed a marvelous travélef,”’ 
declares Wellman, “who can average 
15.5 miles per day for more than a 
month over sea ice with heavy sledge 
and a marvelous astronomical observ- 
er who can locate his position within 
1,400 feet—four minutes’ walk, and 
then ‘advance’ for the purpose of lo- 
cating it more closely still—like the 
story of the amateur mountain climber 
who ascended a peak and returned with 
a report that he measured its altitude 
by barometer and found it to be eight 
miles, 26 rods, 7 feet and 3 3-8 inches.” 

Wellman flatly declares that such 
observations could be manufactured 
anywhere by anybody and to support 
this assertion he includes an “observa- 
tion such as might have been made 
at the North Pole on Apri) 21, 1908, 
which I made today in Washington 
with @ penc!! ané@ a nautical almanac.” 

Easy to Fake Observations. 

“Anyone who knows nautich!l as- 
tronomy,” he adds, “can sit down in 
Annotook or Brooklyn, or anywhere,

It will be used as an 
argument in Indiana and those other 
narthern and western states which 
have shown a tendency to fall into 
line. 

if the Alabama measure is defeated, 
equally certain that the liquor 
ihe country over will take 
tide has turned, and that 
the repeal of the present anti-saloon 
laws is only a matter of a short while. 
im this state it is practically settled 
that the defeat of the amendment 
would set anti-prohibitionists at work 
on the next legislature, and that be- 
fore the state had been two years un- 
der the dry lews these laws would 
have been repealed. 

. Rarely has Alabama been  s0 di- 
yided in sentiment. A _ poll of the 
‘State's political leaders shows prac- 
tically an even break. Arrayed for the 
amendment are such men as Governor 
Kk B. Comer, Congressman Richmond 
Pearson Hobson, the hero of the Mer- 
rimac; Congressman John L. Burnett, 
who took such an important part in 
the. immigrgtion discussion at Wash- 
ington last year; former Lieutenant 
Governor R. M. Cunningham, regard- 
ed as second to Comer in influence, 
and practically the entire list of state 
officials.

State Press Equally Divided. 


The state press has been equally 

divided. For the amendment stand 
such papers as The Birmingham News, 
The Birmingham Ledger, The Mont- 
gomery Journal; opposing the measure 
are The Montgomery Advertiser, The 
Mobile Register and The Birmingham 
Age-Herald. Newspapers of the small- 
er cities and the country press in 
general have known no other topic of 
editorial discussion for the past sev- 
eral weeks. 
In addition to this last amount of lit- 
erature, there has been sent through 
the state literally tons of campaign 
matter from both headquarters. The 
forces of either side are similarly ar- 
raigned, The regular organization of 
the amenders is supported by the Ala- 
bama Anti-Saloon League, while the 
regular organization of the antis is 
supported by the “Safe and Sane” 
League, an association formed with the 
purpose of attracting the business 
men to the side of those opposing th: 
amendment. Through these dual 
seurces thousands of speakers have 
been sent out and literature in pam- 
phlet and one-sheet form distributed 
to every man in the state. At Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham, the rival 
headquarters, the postoffice authori- 
ties have been swamped with the mat- 
ter. and at both offices additional 
clerks have been employed. Postal re- 
ceipts have broken all records in both 
cities. 

Political complications of the most 
complex type have resulted from the 
fight. The antis charge that the plan 
to put before the people the question 
of incorporating a prohibition clause 
in the state constitution was hatched 
by the present administration, and 
they point to the announced candidacy 
for governor of Judge Samuel D. 
Weakley, former chief justice of .the 
Alabama supreme court, a warm 
friend of Governor Comer and a liead- 
er in the fight for the amendment. 
They also declared that the perpetua- 
tion of the power of the present state 
administration meant the election of 
Governor Comer to the United States 
senate. This card was played with 
such force that it called forth a sign- 
ed statement from Governor Comer 
that he would not be a candidate for 
senatorial honors. It has been re- 
ported that a similar card would come 
from Judge Weakley, although the 
amenders deny that he will withdraw. 


Charges Against Railroads. 

The amenders, on the other hand, 
assert that the railroad interests are 
using the fight to repudiate the pres- 
ent administration, which put through 
the most drastic anti-railroad laws to 
be found in the south. They point to 
the array of railroad attorneys in line 
for the opposition, and insist that 
they would not be there were it not 
for the fact that the roads are seeking 
for an annulment of the present 


freight rates. 

As indicating the extremes to which 
‘the eampaign has gone, the confed- 
crate veterans of tizke state. for tie 
first time in histery, are sharpiy di- 
vided over the issue. and bitterly en- 
gaged in the fight. Almost every camp

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divided. However,

litica] “organization” of the veterans, 
however, is but an instance of the 
work done in the campaign. Travel- 
ing men, wholesale men, insurance 
men, real estate men, lawyers, doctors, 
business men, and just plain young 
men have joined a “elub”’ for one or 
the other faction. Even the preachers 
bave not escaped. State church meet- 
ings of almost every denomination 
have adopted resolutions favoring the 
amendment, and those mMministers who 
have not {Indorsed this course have 
been held up.to publicity by the “de. 
fenders’’ as men of courage who dared 
do the right. and by the “amenders” 
as weak-kneed brethren who did not 
belong in the pulpit. 

Women Arrayed for Amendment. 
Admittedly, the most powerful in- 
fluence for the success of the amend- 
ment lies in the work the women of 
Alabama have done. Using the 
bama Women's Christian Temperance 
Union as a working force, campaign 


committees of women have been formed. 


in every county, and through these 
clubs have been organized in every 
city and tewn. Every Tuesday after- 
roon at 3 o’clock there was an “hour 
of prayer” all over Alabama, in which 
tens of thousands of women joined in 
the supplication that the measure di- 
rected against the saloon would be 
victorious. The southern woman, gen- 
erally shrinking and retiring, has be- 
come militant. Mass meetings for wo- 
meh have been of almost daily occur- 
rence the past week and women heve 
been heard on many platforme. 
Birmingham 1,500 women marched 
through the streets and entered a hall, 
where a men’s mass meeting was in 
progress. It was on this occasion that 
Mrs. Mary Harris Armor, president 
of the Georgia W. C. T. U. and a na- 
tional figure in the prohibition fight, 
vas jeered and insulted when she at- 
tempted to*address an overflow meet- 
ing in the street. The antis were hold-, 
ing a mass meeting just across the 
street, and certain hoodlums from the 
audience interrupted‘the lady temper- 
ance speaker with remarks that rangéd 
from humorously rude to disgraceful- 
ly insulting. Some of these men 
were immediately drawn into fight 
by men of the amendment side and a 
general street fracas resulted. The 
arrival of extra police quelled what 
for a time threatened to be a street 
fight of general proportions. This in- 
cident has been the occasion for elab- 
orate resoiutions of sympathy . and 
apology, at least two mass meetings 
taking occasion to express their de- 
nunciation of the treatment of Mrs. 
Armor. The lady continued her speech 
to the end on that occasion and has 
since conducted a series of meetings 
which thousands of women attgnded. 
Women to Work at Polls. 
What the women have done is but 
a small part of the work they will 
do election day.

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LITTLE REFUSES 
TO CONFESS CRIME 


Sent toRoanoke for Safe- 
Keeping. 


Roanoke, Va., November 28.—Howard 
Little, convicted at Grundy vesterday 
of murdering Mrs. Betsy Justis and 
five members of the George Meadows 
femily near Hurley, Buchanan county, 
last September, and sentenced to be 
electrocuted January was brought 
to Roanoke tonight and placed in the 
Roanoke jail for safe-keeping. He 
will be held here until removed to the 
penitentiary at Richmond. 

Fearing violence if the alleged 
sextuple murderer was allowed to re- 
main at Grundy, the Buchanan county 
authorities last night decided to send 
him away. An armed posse, headed 
by Dé@puty Sheriff McCoy, brought the 
prisoner through to Roanoke without 
incident. 

In jail here tonight McCoy sought 
to induce Little to make a confession 
of the crime laid at his door. but he 
Stoutly refused. When asked by the 
officers for a message to carry back to 
his children, Little broke down and 
cried. He answered that he had no 
message to send. He requested McCoy 
that in case his dead body ig turned 
to relatives January 7, the sheriff 
that it is sent back to Buchanan 
for burial). 

Little appears resigned to his fate, 
and is glad he was removed fiom 
Grundy. tle occupies comfortable 
quarters on the third floor of Roan- 
oke jail. Little is 38 years old, and 
was born in Kentucky. He served a 
term in the West Virginia penitentiary 
for killing a woman named Jane Kelly 
some years ago.

DISEASES 
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Farms ond Farmers 


December on the Farm. 

For reasons hardly necessary to 
méntion December is of not “much ac- 
count” so far as actual farm work is 
concerned. The crops have all been 
gathered, the cotton has mostly sold 
or is in warehouses waiting for an-¢ 
Other opportunity to realize 15 cents 
per pound for it. Negro raborers cannot 
be relied on to do much work between 
now (November 29) and December 25, 
and none at all during the holidays. 
Nor are “white folks’’ much better in 
this respect; for Christmas is getting 
“into their bones,” and the effect is 
about the same as has been attributed 
to the “hook worm.” barring the bad 
feeling that is a characteristic symp- 
tom of the latter disease. 

Yet the three weeks and over yet to 
come before the set time for fun ana 
frolic and gladness to begin, may be 
profitably spent by those on business 
intent. The twenty-four days may be 
dies non so far as actual field work 
is concerned, but chock full for him 
who wishes to close up the year's busi- 
ness, settle outstanding accounts, make 
contracts for another year, and do the 
necessary moving. It is a good time to 
formulate plans for next year. I was 
about to say—I will say it: although 
it is an old and trite thing to repeat— 
‘that it is a good time to retrospect— 
look back—and take account of the 
mistakes of the year of grace 1909 and 
repent of the errors that have resulted 
from bad judgment, or something 
worse. The first thing is repenting ie 
to confess, and the next is to resolve 
not to do so any more. 

The dry weather that prevailed dur- 
ing November, which doubtless pre- 
vented many farmers from sowing oats 
and wheat before the middle of that 
month has given way to moderate 
rains, and perhaps all have sown the 
area originally intended. If not, I 
would advise that the work be pushed 
10 a conclusion. “Better late than 
never,” is an adage that applies to 
sowing oats even to December 10, and 
sometimes to wheat sowing. I will 
change the saying as to oats and ren- 
der it better now than in January, for 
that is the month of hardest freezes. 

Now is a good time generally to. do 
the things that ought to have been 
done but were not done in November. 
All stubble land should be broken, if 
pcessible, before January 1, unless un- 
der cover crops sown in September and 
October. Clean, uncovered cotton 
fields would be better left alone until 
a short time before the planting sea- 
son. A hint to the nearby farmer: 
When your wagon goes to market see 
if you can’t get a load of good stable 
manure to carry back. Better pay a 
dollar and a half for a ton of good 
manure and haul it several miles than 
to go home with an empty wagon. 

DECEMBER IN THE GARDEN. 

Very little can be done in the gar- 
den this month, except to clean up 
weeds and the remains of summer and 
fall crops, pile them on the humus 
heap and sprinkie with slaked lime. In 
my own garden all dead tomato vines, 
okra stalks, pea vines and other stub- 
ble (I don’t raise weeds) have been 
pulled up and piled into a big pile to 
be rotted with lime and used next 
spring for mulching, or bedding on. 
The ground .not occuuied !n collards, 
onions, turnips, celery, mustard, straw- 
berries, etc., is ready for the plow, and 
the manure is near at hand ready and 
waiting until the subsoil shall be made 
a little softer by another rain—to be 
scattered and plowed under the sur- 
face to be harrowed. 

Those who have hot beds and cold 
frames know that December is a good 
time to sow vegetable seeds in them, 
such as cabbage, lettuce, radish and 
certain flower seeds. Farther south— 
along the piney woods region—seeds 
of almost any of the hardy vegetables 
may be sown in the open ground, if 
one is not afraid to risk the loss of a 
few dimes’ worth. But the main work 
for the month is getting the stable 
manure onto and into the ground, and 
thorough and deep plowing before the 
clay becomes too soggy. 

It would not be too early to get the 
garden ready to plant even a month 
or six weeks before planting time 
comes. 

Piant new beds of strawberries if 
not done in November, thin out the old 
beds severely and broadcast plenty of 
vell-rotted stable manure. 


DECEMBER IN THE ORCHARD. 

Of course, regular fruit growers 
know what to be about.” They are 
cleaning up around their trees, mound. 
ing against the peach-borer, getting 
ready to spray for San Jose scale, put- 
ting in order for fruit trees and get- 
ting the ground ready for them. 

Order your trees and vines at once, 
and plant them out when they arrive, 
waiting until February to prune back 
the tops. This applies especially to 
nut trees and pomaceous fruits, but 
peaches and cherries may also be 
planted out, and topped back in Feb- 
ruary. It is also well to plant grapes, 
particularly scuppernongs, as s00n as 
ray be convenient and not leave too 
much to be done in January and Feb- 
rvuary. Also plant blackberries, rasp- 
berries, etc. 


Pay all your debts and resolve to g0 
on a cash basis for the next twelve 
months. Make your “cash count” by 
trading with the merchant who wiil 
price his goods at the usual “credit 
price.” and immediately take off 5 or 
10 per cent for the ‘cash over the 
counter.” This advice is good, not only 
for farmer consumers, but for all con- 
summers who are not farmers, and if 
adopted and strictly adhered to by the 
above two classes the credit business 
vill come to an «nd with al! its abuses 
end losses, excepting between mer- 
chants, manufacturers, bankers and 
others in the mercantile world.

HIGH GRADE ON LOW GRADE COT- 
TON. 

James LL. Brown, Greensboro, Ga.— 
Please give me the difference in value 
of low grade and high or prime cotton 
seed meal. The difference in cash and 
also the difference in feeding value 
for dairy cows. I inclose stamp and 
will appreciate your answer very much. 

Answer—According to the Georgia 
law cotton seed meal that contains 
less than 6.18 uer cent of nitrogen is 
called second class (or low grade). 
while a meal that contains 6.18 per 
cent and over of nitrogen would be 
called first class (or standard). But 
a meal may containin 6. or 5.30, or 5 
per cent (or less )of nitrogen and still

be “second class,” while another may 
contain 6.30, or 6.75, or.7 per cent of 
nitrogen and still be classed as “first 
class” (or standrad.) So cotton lint 
that classes “middling” or above might 
be called high-grade cotton, and if 
below “middling” it would be low grade. 


So, then, as there are many qualities, | 


or grades, of cotton, each commanding 


a different price, so there may be (and | 


are).as many different grades of meal, 
each worth a different price, if analyzed 
and priced according to its analysis. 
But meal is not priced exactly accord- 
ing to its analysis and usually there 
are only two or three prices charged, 
although there may be as many as a 
dozen different grades in a lot of 1,000 
tons. When two cotton meals are 
sound (not spoiled) a safe rule is to 
value them according to their content 
of nitrogen. For instance, if one lot 
analyzes 7 per cent of nitrogen and is 
worth $3 Oper ton, and another lot 
analyzes 6 per cent nitrogen, then the 
latter would be worth one-seventh less 
per ton than the former, or $390 less 
one-seventh of 30, or $30 less $4.28, 
equal $25.72. A simple way is to find 
the value (or price) of each per cent, 
or unit, of a 7 per cent meal and mul- 
tiply this unit value by the per cent 
of nitrogen in the meal that you are 
considering. Thus, if a 7 per cent meal 
be worth $30. then divide $30 by 7 and 
we have $4.28 as the value of a “unit.” 
You have only to multiply this $4.28 
by the per cent of nitrogen contained 
in any sample of meal in order to get 
the relative value per ton of such meal. 
Therefore at $30 per ton for 7 per cent 
meal, a 6.30 per cent meal would. be 
worth $4.28 by 6.30, equal $27, and a 
6 per cent meal $4.28 by 6, equal $25.72, 
and so on. The feeding values will be 
found in the same way. 


SLAKED LIME AS A FERTILIZER. 
A. H. Camp, Rome, Ga.—I have been 
offered air-slacked lime at $3 per ton. 
What is its value as a fertilizer for 
corn, cotton, wheat and oats? How 
should it be applied, and how much 
per acre? When is the best time to 
use it on the above crops? 
Answer—Lime is not a fertilizer in 
the ordinary sense of the latter word; 
that is to say, 


gen or potash. 
favorably and causes a larger yield of 
crop. Such, for instance, as a sour, 
mucky soil, which will be made sweet 
by the addition of lime. With this ex- 
ception we can only find out whether 
lime would benefit a certain soil by 
actually applying it. Three dollars a 
ton for slaked lime is equivalent to 
about $4 per ton of quick lime. 
think that a very fair price, and you 
could afford to pay it if 
prove helpful. It is not used like a 
commercial fertilizer, but is usually 
broadcast in the late fall or 
early winter at the rate of 20 to 40 
bushels (50 pounds is a bushel) to the 
acre, or from % ton to 1 ton per acre 
and upwards. The only way you can 
ascertain whether it would benefit 
your land is to try it on small areés 
in an experimental 
sults. I would prefer to buy the quick 
lime at $4 per ton if there is any 
freight to pay. 

FORMULAS FOR FERTILIZERS. 
; W. B. Turner, Thomasvfile, Ga.—lI 
was instructed by my local Farmers’

mulas for making fertilizer. of chem-

ject. 

Answer—TI send you a copy of a DBul- 
letin on fertilization, etc, prepared 
and published by me when in charge 
of the experiment station. This bul- 
letin gives pretty full and detailed in- 
formation on the subject. The old 
practice of compoting chemicals with 
stable manure, dirt, ete., is no longer 
in vogue. The most economical and 
effective way to handle stable manure 
is to haul it directly to the field where 
wanted, scatter it evenly. broadcast, 
plow it in, or scatter along in open 
furrows a month or so (or longer) in 
advance of p.anting. A few weeks be- 
fore planting, reopen the&’e furrows 
and scatter the right proportions of 
acid phosphate, potash salts and cot- 
ton seed meal in them. Allow that one 
ton of good stable manure ig equiva- 
lent to from 100 to 160 pounds of cot- 
ton seed meal (see bulletin, page 131). 
You need to buy only acid phosphate 
and muriate of potash and exchange 
your cotton seed for meal. 

I do not know the current prices 
for acid phosphate and muriate, 

The patent formula to which you re- 
fer is not worth the paper it is print- 
ed on, even if»paid for in confederate 
money. I advise you to keep your good 
money for a better purpose. You can- 
not get a “good deal of something for 
a little or nothing,’ as that formula 
would indicate. Write to Professor B. 
C, Kilgore, Raleigh, N. C., for a bul- 
letin about that formula.
